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Transient youthma 



OTTAWA (CUP) - A special task force on last year's 
"transient youth" prepared for the federal Health and ' 
Wdfare Dqaitment seems to have surprised a lot of 
people. 

M(É^FV)r one thing, it' notes that nx>st of the young people 
fffifthe move last summer were self-reliant, temporary 
transients with no special hang-ups or problems. 

' On the other hand, 85 perjcent of them did use drugs - 
mainly inarijuana (but a drag bii'dhig). 

The ;reKardiàs wote'^ybl^^ for 
opératiiig Uie gwonment's Slimmer hostel program. They 
inteiyiewed 280 people, noting that the group may have been 
- a bit'straigbter than average on the assumption that "US 
draft dodgers, juvenile delinquents, motorcycle gang mem- 
bers, and rapped freaks" would tend not to use the hosteb. 

But, says the report, 38 per 'cent of the transients re< 
ported trouble with police or other authorities. 



•. "The battle between transients and authorities is an 
ancient one . . . currently ragmg at a higher level of biten- 
sify," the report says. 

"However, in many cases police agencies have used 
highly questionable methods to gain information, to make 
arrests and win convictions." °. 1 

The report notes; that the present availability and use 
of certain Unds of drugs calls into.(|uestion'the validity and 
'effectiveness of Canada's existinfdîîigiaiiiL^t 

Vagrancy laws also come under attack as histniments 
for u^ by police "to control people they consider unde- 
sirable or suspicious". 

The report also suggests the histitution'of a standard 
juvenile age across the country, and that legal aid be made 
available to the young travellers. 

Ttaestatisticscollectedindicatedthat: 

• Most young ttiÉii^t a expected their travelling to 



last only through the summer. 

• Most could handle travd experiences' "without 
complications or any particular^ intensive or prolonged as; 
sistance" 

• 85 percent had used or were using grass or hash 

• 20 per cent had used or were using speed 

• 48 per cent had used or were using "hallucbiogens" 

• 3 percent had used or were using herohi. 

Hie report estimates 30,000 to 60,000 transient youth 
last stunmer and "a large number . ."; during each summer 
wilUn tlie foreseeable future." 

For the most part, the report concludes, '"Diey are au- 
tonomous and self-reliant. They present few health and 
welfare problems that are fiistinct, beyond their basic needs 
for food, shdter and only occasionally the morcspedalis- 
ed services sjicfa as legal aid and medial aid. However, 
they do present these needs on a unique scale."

"Two million Jews would 
leave the Soviet Union today if 
they could,^asseited^uba Ber- 
shadskaya yeslé^^as she spoke 
out against" the"^' Soviet oppres- 
sion of Jews. The member of' the 
Moscow Jewish resistance, who 
served ten years in a Siberian 
labour camp, was addressing a 
meeting sponsored by the Stu- 
dent Struggle for Soviet Jewry. 

OriginaUy arrested in 1946 
for knowing too many Americans, 
she was freed in 1956 but not 
permitted to leave Russia until 
1970. This came about only after 
twenty open letters of protest 
had been sent to Soviet leaders, 
the UN, and the West^demahdbig 
the right for free émancipation. . 

Her cty of "Give me Siberia 
again or give me Israel" has 
since become the rallying cry 
of Jews throughout the world. 

A question and answer period 
took place rather than a formal 
speech. Answering questions

about Jewish emigration she said 
"nobody can say why they let 
us go. Ten days after refusing me 
a visa, thqr let me go to Israd." . 

.jis_! a deep anti-semi- 
^ï^*lnîRa»ia.' Many Jews lose 
jobs and their money if they 
apply to go to Israel," she said. 
'"Hie Jews are therefore the 
only people who are deprived, 
of the right "to study their own 
cultural heritage, in • contrast 
to the Ukrainians, for example." 

The Six - Day War and the in- 
creased Soviet anti-Zionism led 
to an increase in the number of 
applications of those wishing to 
go to Israel. "The Jews who re- 
main are. treated like strangers," 
, Miss Bershadskaya said. 



The former Siberian inmate 
denounced violence and the Jewish 
Defence League: "we don't need 
sudi publicity,- we need hdp. We 
are against violence and militant 
action -peaceful means are the 
best," she concluded. 

"Public opink>n can influence 
(he Russians as they don't want 
to lose prestige" she replied to 
a question. Asked about the con- 
centration camp in Siberia', she 
answered "everybody in the camp 
was equally hungry." 

Miss Betshadskaya noted that 
"it is hard to adjust to living in 
Israel: it's hard to learn to be 
free." She now lives in Haifa and 
is currently touring and lecturing 
in North America.

Blacks to meet Jn town 



OnejDf the major developments" 
to come out of the nationwide 
ccnvehtion of black people held 
in Toronto last weekend was 
the formation of a National 
Black Action Committee. This 
committee, which ■ yrill coiicen- 
trate^rai^vdinatiDg^ the ef- 
forts||ra||^SiaSSili»b1acks to 
adileire^^ractivc liberation,, will 
hbldHts'^flnt meeting in Mont- 
real next May. 

Fourteen McGill students, all 
memben of the Blade Studeits'^ 
Association, attoided the coiiveri: 
tion. Bob Stq)bens7.co-cbairman 



the need for blacks to help their 
fellow blacks by working in the 
communities. 

"We must hKorporate the ener- 
gies of all the young revolutio- 
nary groups ;bi Canada^; toward ; 
the creation of a natiohal'^bliclc ' 
awareness," Stephens said! 

Hie convention of two thousand 
people from aQ classes and age 
groups resolved that thej^nergies - 
of black associations across. Can- , 
ada be concentrated bi five gen- 
eral areas: -housing, employment, 
education, health, and the role 
of thé black woman. 

One of the most successful 
panels of the convention, Ste- . 
:phens felt, was entitled, "The' 
rRole of Black Women hi the Stug-^; 
■gle,";V'IWs' panel studied the J 
relationships between Uack men 
and women, and showed bow . 
male diauvinism is stopphig wo- 
men from playing the role that 
they should in black liberation". 



Stephens pohited out. 
The ' convention also unani- 
jnously resolved to give support 
to the betterment of educational 
standards of black youth. "We 
must start doing more for the^ 
Uack community," Stephens 
commented. He^wbuld^like^to 
see ' schools run' by^ÙàclBr dedi- 
cated to establishing a feeUng 
of unity among all blacks fay em: 
phasizhig their unique black' 
heritage. , . 

: ''For. J too '; long blacks have 
been forrad^to}^ attend, schools 
oiganize<l'<^«ia?nin 'by whites," 
he added. _ 
The convention expressed so- 
lidarity with the five black stu- 
dents hivolved in the 1968 occu- 
pation of Sir George Williams 
Unhrersity, who after two years 
have not yet succeeded^ hi bring- 
ing their cases to trial. 
• Not only were the blacks, given 
discriminatory bail - $5,000 as 
compared, to the $1,500 white 
students had* to pay - but their 
cases have been automatically 
remanded every two months 
without discussion," Stei^ens 
charged. 

The expense of returning to 
Montreal every two months ;for 
a court appearance becainetun- 
bearable for blacks now' living 
outside Montreal, he said. 'Most 
yia%i^ejn and affree^ the 
^âl^tlie'^'^wn 'wâiatëd' them to 
accept - they pleaded guilty to a 
charge of occupation and paid 
a fine of $1,000. Only five black 
students are still demanding to 
be tried on the orighial charges. 



. Rosie Dou^,;:one of the lea- 
'ders of the' occupation, has'been 
asked to plead guilty to the same 
charge . of . occupation, Stephens ' 
added, but he would have to pay 
a fine of $15,000. 

Douglas was one of the key- . 
note;^speakers at . the Toronto 
conviénâôn. He stressed the im- 
portance oL Unking the problems 
of Canada with those of the West 
Indies and of South Africa, and 
uniting to form a common front. 
^ One of the panels discussed 
the drug problem in the black 
community. "We're not yet at 
the American stage where there 
are distinct ghettoes for blacks 
in the cities - we're still more 
spread out" Stephens said. "Still 
there is -a- drug problem in cer- 
tain poorer black areas. It is 
important to stop 'this from 
developing into somethbig major." 

Another issue raised at the 
convention 'concerned . discrimi-; ^ 
natory housbg,(^paiUcjiIai^^in;;: 
the Toronto area!?T1ie^delegata'<l 
resolved that landlords who rer^- 
hised.to comply with the Bill of 
Ri^ts should be subject to a stiff 
fine. 

The convoition also voted to 
activdy conthiue hi the fonnation 
of a National High School Orga- 
nizaUon, begun earlier last year. 

Conference and travd expen- 
ses bave left the McGill Black Stu- 
dents' Association $500 hi . debt, ' 
Stephens revealed. "Well have 
to hold another fund-raishig drive 
this month to make up the defi- 
dt,"hesaid. 



Senate is conf used

The presentation of the report of the Johit.Com- 
mittee on the Revision of Statutes resulted hi len^y 
debate and much confusion at yesterday's Senate 
meeting. 

Accordmg to Professional Affairs Vice-Principal 
Stanley Fhist, who chaired the eommittee, the report 
was an attempt to consolidate all Changes made hi 
the existing Unjyersity statutes. He moved that these 
revised statutes be accepted and sent to the Board 
of Governors; and that the Board be provided each. 
Sqitember with a copy of the statutes revised during 
the previous year. 

Professor Ttevor Lloyd claimed that the conunit- 
tee had in fact changed some of the statutes and that 
Senate should not give consent to the report. He urg-'^ 
ed Senate to go into' a committee of the whole to 
(fiscuss each clause. 

Student senator Chris Portner agreed with Pro- 
fesso^U^jiiiliuid report, bdng without ? 



footnotes or exphmation, made comparison to the 
orignal statute difficult. • ' ' . 
- Dr. Edward Stansbury, Dean of Science, argued 
that footnotes were unnecessary since the'committee's 
duty was to update the statutes. He claimed that "the 
committee has enormous files and notes and includ- 
big them all would make the report hito a book". 

Professor Leo Yaffe moved that the report be tabl- 
ed forgone lAonth during which time senators with ob^ 
jections could present them to the committee. This' 
motion was at first defeated but after, more discus- 
sion of the report. Senate reconsidered the motion and. 
passed it. 

Principal R.E. Bdl commented on the debate, stat- 
big that Senate was not discussuig the merits of the 
particukr statutes but rather the revised edition of . 
them. "We will deal with a document refiecting pre- 
sent statutes whether we agree with them or not," he 
said..,

Movies with rock scores aren't necessarily rock mov- ' 
ies. Easy Hider is a counter culture movie of a sort, but 
the music is merely decorative. And in Beyond the Val> 
ley of the DoUs, the music is a vapid fume in the general 
air of cheap titillation. Meyer has little real sympatl^ with 
. rock or the counter-culture; for him rock is nothing more 
than the rhythm of sex. 

' Help!, A Hard Day's Night, and Ydlow Submarine made 
the music a much more intimate put of the whole than 
Easy Rider, but these aren't what one would readily call ' 
rock movies either. Ibe best rock movies are document 
taries. Antong the earliest to reach a wide audience were 
Don't Look Back, a portrait of Bob Dylan on tour hi En- 
gland in May I9f&, and Monterey Pop, which covered the 
three-day Monterey International Pop Festival in June 1967. 

There are aJl kinds of rock movies, and any talk of cat- 
egories is artificial at best. Neverthless, an acquaintance 
with the form leads to at least one broad distinction: Some 
rock movies are principally vdilcles for music; if they're 
well done, the music comes across in ways that are unique 
to the film medium. Othw films eiandne the culture of 
rock more than they present the music itself; in this kind 
of movie, the music is always there, but it's somehow in- 
cidental. Monterey Pop shows us a great deal about the 
festival-goers, but the real thrust of the film is musical. 
Even when we're watching the peripheral action of the crowd 
the sound tracfc continues with music. Don't Look Back,' 
on the other hand. Is a film about Bob Dylan; only a few 
songs are presented in their entirety, and even these are ^ 
indifferently sung - Dylan is a tired, irritable, snotty little 
prince and musically vray below par throu^out the Tdm. 
-(It's nearly hnpossible to make a musically interesthig 
movie about an event where the music wasn't very good; 
good music can easily be distorted, however, by sloppy 
Ghn-making.) 

Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer's recently released Hvis -'" 
That's the Way It Is embodies some of the worst aspects 
of bad rock movies, the film is little more than an elab- 
orate advertisement for Elvis and MGM, but it's stupidly 
done. Like Elvis's fans, so many of whom in thdr appear- 
ances on camera seem aBlicted with s'âipus:jéases of : 
spiritual malnutrition, all the film can do b gapê.' In the 
opàibig scene, ^ch takes place in an MGM rehearsal stu- 
dio, Elvis tiadiés a benignly cute smile and says, "Hello, 
Hollywood camera" - and Uiere can be no question of who 
is hi control. Later the film reaches the apex, or nadir, 
of its technical expertise when the camera locks in on El- 
vis during his appearance at the International Hotel in Las 
Vegas, then zooms b and out hi a dull suggestion of sexual 
intercourse that leaves (me with aheadsM^ 

Hie cheapest nwnirat to' thlTmonumentaU cheap film 
occurs when E3vis descends from the sage during hb Las 
Vegas show and plows through the throng vho \ave been 
allowed to charge him. The whole thing is a setup for the 
film, of course; Elvis strug^es the length of Uie prosce- 
nium and mounts the stage with a few spangles trailing 
seductively fn)m:lds^coÀtume^sweating, -triumphant, 'a 
ml^ty survivor of se^ irombat.'' The only good thing about 
Elvis - That's the Way It Is, which was directed by Denis 
Sanders, is Elvis. And E3vis is magnificent, more power- 
ful than ever as be sin^ twenty-seven numbers, stUI one 
of the most compelling of all rock performers. 

The staged non-event, the absence of a critical sensi- 
bility, the bemused awe of the superstar, and finally un- 
motivated technical tricks are earmarks of badly made 
rock movies, and Let It Be - which shows the Beatles hi 
a couple of rehearsal sessions, then hi a sluggish concert 
.on the roof of their Apple headquarters in London that was 
obviously planned as a way of rescuhig the film from total 
dreariness - has all these qualities vrithout the virtue of an 
interesting performance. It even has consistently poor col- 
or. The film's only plus is that it affords an occasional 
^impse of the Beatles themselves, then so close to breakr 
ing up thàt they all seem to be hiding from the camera. 

The Elvis film and Let -It Be; are both essentially mu- 
sical, but neither one makes the sUgbtest^move^tqward en- 
hancing the musical performance' it récoriîir Monterey Pop 
represents a disthict rock movie genre - the festival film 

but it's also a bndmark in the transference of live mu- 
sical performance to the screen. How does D.A. Penne- 
baker get such amazing results? Perhaps most important, 
Pennebaker has an unfailing sense of himself as an artist; 
supentar egos don't faze him . He has a knack, too, for 
fihnhig what he finds, ratherthâBlryhig to impose a pre- 
conceived sense of what he wants to see. Filming the 1965 
Dylan tour as^a musical event woul.c) have been a disaster: 
Penneb^k'b^ realizedihat the music iraslèss im'iiortant tfasîn- 



Dylan, and befciidn't.besitate to show Dylan at his worst. 
The Montera^ festival, oh-the-other-hand, was une uf the 
great moments bt the history of rock - the public debut, 
tai a way; of tiiieSswFiM Tlie music, the weatb- 

er^and the'vibraUonsVere^ the film is'complete- 

ly in harmony with them. 

Peimebaker hnproves on Monterey Pop hi the soon4o- 
be-released Sweet Toronto, made during the twelve-hour 
Toronto Rock 'n' Roll Festival of September 1970. Here 
Penndiaker. has scrapped the fomiliar one-or-two<on^- 
to4-group; approach, selected a . Umlted -nuinber of : per- 
formen.'and focused oh whole sets. He's been even 'more 
selective in his choice of musicians; although the festival 
included a Wide variety of styles, Pennebaker presented 
the roots of rock embodied in Bo Diddley, Jerry Lee Lewis, 
Chuck Beny, and Little Richard - all of them in top form 

- but then juxtaposed this witb'an unusual blues set by 
John Lennon, who made a surprise appearance, backed up 
by Eric Clapton, and a fantastically weird, yet biterestbig, 
moantaig and waiUng number by Yoko Ono. Hie result is 
dazzUng. 

The singular triumph of Sweet Toronto is the per- 
fection of what Pennetiaker calls the "line" of music and 
film - a continuing visual and musical composition itself. 
Interestin^y, tbou^, this can have an abnost enervatbig 
effect, an bnmediate consequence of the principal differ- 
ence between live and filmed rock performance. Filmed 
rock presents a unique vision of the live performance it- 
sdf, but it's didactic and intense. Live concerts are miti- 
gated by the distractions of the crowd, the amplification 
system, and other environmental bctois excluded from 
filmed versions, and when they're performed outdoors, at 
least they're likely to be much less exbaustbig. In the case 
of Sweet Tortoto, the difference seems to be between an 
emotional catharsis and a good hi^. Partly because the 
film concludes with Yoko's extraordinary "thing," one 
leaves it numbed and mystified; this can't have be«n true 

of those who hear d the live concert . 

' '/uiotbls' festival fibn, Michael Wadleigh's much-touted 
Woodstock, suffers terribly bi comparison with Fenne- 
baker's films, for Woodstock rarely makes real contact 
with the music. This is partly a reOection of the per- 
formances - Hendrix's "Wild Thhig"at Monterey was in- 
' finitely better than even the double-barreled "Star-Spangled" 
Banner" of Woodstock. But Woodstock tries to make up 
with technical flashiness what it lacks bi art Hie spUt- 
screen technique fai Woodstock- actually detracts from the 
music, and the best moments are the most straightfor- 
ward - Sha-na-na's frenzied "At the Hop" and the diot of 
Richie Havens's foot during "Handsome Johnny." 

Woodstock is essentially a film about an event, how- 
ever, and on this level it's more successful. Its scope is 
huge, and it conveys the sense people had of bdng together 

— much more attentkin is paid to life-style, community, 
and dope than hi any of the Pennebaker films and the film 
exudes a benevolent euphoria. To a great exteiit, of course, 
this euphoria u the result of distortion. 

Gimme Sheber is also about an event, the RolUng Stones' 
free concert at the Altamont Speedway near San Francisco 
m December 6, 1969, four months after Woodstock. Some 
say that Altamont, an epic disaster bi which all the beauti- 
fid groovy people turned ugly and mean and atleaist one 
was murdered, mariced the end of the peaceful and lovmg 
"Woodstock Nation." This may be an inflated interpreta- 
tion, just as the Woodstock Nation was an biflated myth, 
but there can be no doubt that Altamont was brutal and 
violent and that the Maysles brothers and Charlotte Zwerin 
have managed brilliantly to capture this mood on film. 

The murder of a young black man by one of the Hell's 
Angeb whom Jagger had hired to be the conceit's security 
.guard has been widely reported, and at first one wouldn't 
expect any real suspense in Gimme Shelter. We know at 
the be^nnbig that we're going to see a murder; wc know 
that Altamont was ugly; we know that the Maysleses caught 
the murder on film and that the film was subpoenaed as 
evidence bi court.: Yet Maysles/Zwerin have focused the 
entire film on tbb clbnacUc moment, and tbebr masterfiil 
editing has created the jarring and surprishig impression 
of a headtong rush into satanic darkness. , 

But there is something terribly wrong with Gimme 
Shelter despite its technical brilliance. As many critics 
have already argued, this is an amoral- film that lacks 
critical judgment bi a situation that demands a moral re- 
sponse. Everything b sacrificed to editbig, pace, and 
structure - the film's implicit purpose is to dranutize the 
murder as effectively as possible. No one ever questions 
why the Angels were hired - doubtless to satisfy Mick Jag- 
gcr's cynically vaunted unpression of himself as a street- 
fighting revolutionary; Nor b it ever mentioned that the 
film-makers themselves were hired partly bi order to make 
the free conceit profitable through the proceeds of the 
film. Part of the problem b the Maysleses' fawnhig ac- 
ceptance of the Stones. More than anything else, the film 
. bahuniWetribute. 'v^' 




Yoko Ono and John Lennon't "fantastically weird" 
number in Pennebaker's "Sweet Toronto" - "im- 
proves on 'Monterey Pop'." 

Relatively few rock movies have set out to explore 
specific aspects of the.rock culture, but Gronpies was fai- 
evitable,'ând it may .well be unique. No one need brother, 
at any rate, to make another film about the sex<razed rock 
fans whose sole purpose in Ufe b the ultimate unity of 
musician and audience - Groupies b perfect. There b 
plenty of music in the film - by Alvhi Lee and Toi Years 
After, by Joe Cocker, Spooky Tooth, Dry Creek Road, 
and Terry Reid - but it's somehow peripheral, though ca- 
pably filmed. The groupies themsdves. a dozen or so. in- 
cludbig a few male homosexuab, are much more vivid than 
themusic. 

The photography and direction by Ron Dorfman and Pe- 
ter Nevard focus constantly, and in highly hiventive ways, 
on a dozen or so groupies, but his isn't the nundless ac- 
ceptance that one finds in lesser rock movies. Rather, 
Dorfman and Nevard have created a series of endearing 
caricatures! In one scene the camera watches a groupie 
puttbig on her makeup from a dbtance of atout an bicb - 
throughout the film, c'.ose-up ,b used'Lfi a tremendously 
witty manner. Another scene allows a totally stoned tomo- 
sexual groupie to ramble on and on to various rock singers 
in a backstage room where hë is trying to find a partner 
for the night, and the result is an intensdy bitimate sen- 
se of character. One of the funniest scenes bi the hilarious 
film shows a groupie named Cynthbi P. Caster combing a 
huge mass of frizzy hair, totally deadpan, and explammg bi 
detail bow she makes plaster casts of the rock stars' genitalia. 

Groupies doesn't judge, althou^ it suggests that grou- 
pies are pathetic; the film offers some broad insights bi- 
to the rock culture, however, and for thb reason alone 
it's an important document. "Wherever I go there's mu- 
sic," says a California baby-groupie as she embarks on 
a new "trip" bi an airplane. "Everybody in America b 
■ bbexual," announces one of the groupie males nutter-of- 
factly. And, most trenchant of all, from a girt in New York: 
"You get to screw the prettiest boys; you get to smoke the 
best dope; you get to meet tbèjnost far-out people. I don't 
- know - it's magic, it's really magic."

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Consciousness at McGill this year

My bedroom is suspended atop an ancient apartment 
building, built by men of the pre-World War I generation 
who knew that a good way to make a big buck in the building 
trade was to exploit the aspiring middle class's passion for 
aristocratic substance and solidity. The building still feels 
and looks sturdy; worthy, even now.of being the ancient 
Lady of I^ne Avenue and the honorable mistress of the Sir 
Arthur Curric Gym across the street. 

If there once was a passion on the part of the building's 
residents to join their fate with that of the proud British 
Empire it is long since gone. Professors with names like 
McGivcrn and Grosvenor have been replaced by students of 
McGill and employees of the Royal Victoria Hospital With 
names like An^in, Lou and Krystophos. The passion to be 
the respected and very powerful Lady to the imperial power 
across the street is no longer the collective libidinal force 
of the squat building's tenants. 

The cracked brick and weathered concrete structure 
fears its imminent domination by the stecl-girdcd high 
rises which arc creeping steadily up Durocher and Aylmcr 
streets. In the same way subconscious impulses of the old 
Lady's population lead them to cringe with unremitting fear 
of the computus and the automatic heart pumps which turn 
their creative desires into adolescent pipe dreams. 

In recent years there had been an outburst of feeling 
amidst the smell of burning marijuana and half-decayed 
kitty litter which permeates the building's halls. The out- 
burst was both an inner, personal quest and an attempt at 
inter-human commun nation. In its most visible form it was 
a protest against the takeover by the steel-girded high-rises 
and the computer-minds who knew nothing of material op- 
pression and the absurdity of domination-motivated life. And 
in those days the passions of thb building was tied to the 
passions of other building. 

It had buried its imperial pride and cut ruthlessly away 
bom iis unholy alliance with its authoritarian chauvinist 
and long fsince impotent lover from across the street. It 
began preparing for an orgasm; an excruciating painful 
orgasm which it had not even scratched itself in fond 
remembrance of for many long years now. it now had friends 
everywhere. Down Durocher street, East along Pine, even 
within the very cells of that old bastion of the laboratory 
manipulators, McGill Univeisity, just a few blocks west. It 
even smsed that it belonged to something wider than this 
city, indefinable yet bursting inwardly and outwardly 
wherever and whenever people rediscovered the ancient 
passion to be oneself. ^ 

But, alas, that was long since past. The passion was 
still remembered on Pine Avenue, but there was no pulsing 
orgasmic desire for either introspective oneness with one's 
self or collective unity of the downtrodden. It had been a 
long, claustro[^obic winter. True, some memory had 
motivated one resident to proclaim "Passion over Reason" 
as a Oiristmas message to all those who would venture past 
his front dooK But, passion was the one ingredient that the 
air over Pine Avenue was lacking. 

Passion, or whatever was left of it in September, was 
stolen by repeated barrages of violated and aggressive snow 
from a wrathful sky. It seemed that every second day the 
street would be hit by wave upon wave of crippling snow, 
lite snow, rather than offering a clean blanket for creative 
expression served to rob the street of its energy . 




Howling cars repeatedly raced their motors, squealed 
their wheels in fruitless attempts to get up the street while 
pedestrians rushed in to the protection of their apartments. 
No young Mdb stood on distant comers, pelting the treach- 
erous motor-cars with well-aimed snowballs. No long haired 
freaks built buddhas out of snow on the hills of Mount Royal. 



And no social science students occupied the Currie Gym 
and demanded that it open swimming and gymnastic facili- 
ties to the underprivileged families which live on McGill's 
peripheries. 

No, none of these things had happened on Pine Avenue 
this vrinter, and none the moral feeling which are the 
guidepost of such actions were vibrating at McGill this 
winter. No doubt McGill 1970-71 had its share of political 
issues and moral problems which might have aroused pas- 
sion in other days. Yet McGill students this year were in the 
same prostrate uncaring state as were the residents of my 
building. 

Yes, in '68-69 things were happening. But this time 
around students and faculty passively bowed their heads, 
not in search of the meaning of despair, but in acquiescence 
to an impossible-to-mold destiny. This, then, 'is the heart of 
the matter. McGill students have not suddenly developed an 
overriding and exclusive desire to be successful in the 
bourgeois worid. What has happened is the agony of love/ 
hate passion has become too difficult to handle for too 
many people. Knowledge and understandbig of humanity has 
not decreased among students, they have only stopped taking 
their understandings, and thereby themselves, seriously. 

The McGill Daily, as it has been this year, is a good 
example of this trend uriilch has turned the residents of my 
building into carbon copies of the frustrated imperialists 
who occupied the same aging structiu% as late as twenty 
years ago. This year's Daily's problems had nothing to do 
with not being in the grand old tradition of the "Red Daily", 
as some people would have me believe. 

Rather, this year's Daily was faced with a campus which 
dkln'l give a shit and was staffed with people, including 
myself, who didn't give a shit about carrying any thoughtful, 
be it serious or hilarious, matter to any kind of head. At- 
tempts were made to raise issues and other issues were 
there to be exploited, but nobody was prepared to chum up 
their passion in order to make it intelligible to others or 
even to themselves. 

Many of this year's Dailies lacked the kind of substantial 
content which would have made them a dynamic force. No 
doubt, a good newspaper can offer incisive perspectives 
on the material-met ai^ysical problems of its audience, 
but how can you create a good newspaper when both the 
writers and the readership have ceased to be concerned with 
questions about their being, questions which they have re- 
pressed into the deep recesses of their brains. 

The decay of energy which McGill students and Pine 
Avenue have experienced in its most deathly form this 
winter can't get any worse, thou^ there is no law which 
says that it must get better. If student consciousness is to 
become a social, moral and political force once again indi- 
vidual students will have to begin to take themselves seri- 
ously, or, at least, satirically. No amount of preaching 
from the pulpit of this newspaper, or idle dreams about the 
good old days can replace the beauty and pain of awakening; 
whether it be to a loved one (loved ones) or tO'the other half 
of your being. If people are truly unhappy about life at uni- 
versity then they should look into themselves, and into their 
friends, and reestablish their passionate nature as the first, 
but not the onfy fact of their existence. It is only by doing 
this that we can prevent the psychology of steel girders and 
automated brains from running us into the ground.
